The Placentia City Council last 
week took a firm stand on the use of 
city buildings by any church group 
for religious meeting or instruction, 
as a culmination of a petition from 
residents in the La Jolla neighbor- 
hood to use the Whitten Community 
Center for Catholic mass. 

The action was followed by a 
promise from Father James Nash, 
pastor-priest of St Anthony Claret 
Parish in Anaheim (to which the La 
Jolla neighborhood in southern 
Placentia belongs) for their own 
Catholic Church "’ if we can get 200 
people at mass each Sunday for 12 
months’’. 

. The offer ensued after many years 
of dissension in the Catholic 
segment of the small community,

Fountain 


The $200,000 Veterans’ Fountain, 
a present to the city of Placentia by 
the late Edward Backs and Mrs. 
Angeline Backs, will be dedicated at 
2 p.m. Sunday, August 10. 

The event will also signal the 
celebration of Mrs. Backs’ birthday, 
which is on August 10. 

The elaborate fountain is topped 
by four dolphins, the work of 
sculptor John Edward Svenson of 
Green Valley Lake, California.

The lighted automatic fountain, 
which shoots a continuous spray of 
water above the dolphin’s heads, 
cascading three levels, is 15 feet 
high and ten feet in diameter.

which once boasted its own 
hand-constructed church, Our Lady 
of Guadalupe. The Orange Freeway, 
several years ago, demolished the 
small church, leaving the neighbor- 
hood attached to the much larger 
and further away St. Anthony Claret 
in Anaheim. 

The one section of Placentia, 
south of Orangethorpe Avenue and 
west of Kraemer Boulevard is the 
only one not included in St. Joseph’s 
Catholic Parish, which also operates 
the small church in Atwood. 

Father Nash said last week that he 
was appalled at the recent Placentia 
City Council decision which barred 
community buildings for use for 
religious services. 

“In the name of heaven, why is 
Placentia the exception,’’ Father 


Nash relegated the decision, 
explaining that 60,000 Catholics had 
marched in Philadelphia against 
such limitations. 

Father Nash, earlier in the day, 
had been delivered an official reply 
from the Placentia City Council, 
(whose four out of five members are 
of the Catholic faith) taking a firm 
stand against use of any public 
building for actual church services. 
Councilman. Robert Langer, a 
Presbyterian, also concurred. 

“The city council, acting upon 
advice of our City Attorney, has 
determined that religious services 
will not be held in city-owned 
buildings. This policy applies to all 
religions and is based upon the 
separation of church and state found 
within the United States and 


California constitutions. 

‘I want to assure all residents of 
the city that this is not an attempt to 
preclude use of public buildings by 
the community,”’ the letter signed 
by Mayor Robert Lyons continued. 
“Residents are welcome and 
encouraged to use the buildings for 
meetings and activities. We must 
insist, however, that the buildings 
are not utilized for religious services 
of instruction.” 

In this connection the city council 
recently voted to lease the use of 
former City Hall to the Calvary 
Chruch (undenominational) for $1 a 
year, but not for religious 
instruction. Services included in the 
building will be drug abuse facilities 
and an employment service, among 
others. 


The opinion handed down by 
Placentia City Attorney Charles J. 
Post Ill, stated: ‘‘I have concluded 
that the regular use of city buildings 
for community meetings would be 
proper so long as they have a secular 
purpose, do not favor one religion 
over another and do not require 
greater than normal city supervi- 
sion."’ 

“In the long history of the relation 
between church and state, great 
injustices were determined to have 
flowed from excessive entangle- 
ments of the church and state and 
this country has endeavored to erect 
a wall of separation between the 
two. Government must play a 
neutral role, it must neither sponsor 
nor show hostility. 


“The present application for 


church services will impermissibly 
entangle the city and the church,”’ 
Post wrote. 

The La Jolla parishioners, who 
one Sunday held mass on the lawn of 
the community building _ because 
they had no place else to meet, now 
turned down flatly by the city even 
for.temporary quarters, also have 
petitioned the board of trustees of 
the Placentia Unified School 
District for a meeting place> The 
Trustees are principally protestant. 

Board action was that the 
McFadden Gymnasium might be 
used on an emergency basis for a 
weekly cost of $42.

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Ky Opens U.S.Tour Her 


The war in Vietnam -was lost 
because of widespread corruption, 
poor leadership, low morale in the 
armed forces, high desertion rates 
and for many other reasons, Air Vice 
Marshal Nguyen Cao Ky, who at one 
time led his country of South 
Vietnam as Premier, told an 
attentive audience Monday night. 

‘*Why we lost the war in Vietnam 
would take not just 25 or 30 minutes. 
I cou!d not tell you everything unless 
I become a permanent lecturer of 
Fullerton College and even then it 
would take me at least three to five 
months,’’ Marshal Ky responded to 
the eternal question. 

Ky, addressing a partially filled 
Plummer Auditorium, explained to a 
largely sympathic group that he was 
beginning his tour of American 
college appearances at Fullerton 
because ‘‘In my first day in America, 
in Camp Pendleton, a student from 
this college was the first American 
friend who came to Camp Pendleton 
to see me and to wish a warm 
welcome to me and my people.”’ 

“*So I come to visit you in this 
lovely city to express my thanks and 
gratitude from my countrymen.”’ 

Ky later explained that he, 
Madame Ky and their six children 
will be taking up residence in 
California. 

“‘Californians.are the most open 
and friendly people and generous 
and kind.’’ Drawing a laugh from 
the audience, Ky continued: ‘‘I can 
say it because the last two weeks I 
spent in Washington!’’ 

Frequently giving poignant an- 
swers to serious questions, Ky told a 
questioner from the audience who 
asked whether her brother had given 
his life in Vietnam for no reason: 

‘‘Ican’t answer you. Even my own 
25 years of sacrifice, we have 
nothing today.’’ 

“*I would like to ask you to accept 
my deepest gratitude for your

brother's sacrifice and for all the 
Vietnamese. I’m not speaking for 
the communists but for the 
anti-communists...we will never 
forget the sacrifice of 56,000 
Americans on our soil.”’ 

‘*The people who died in the war 
in Vietnam, died for a cause, and in 
any war there is always a loser and a 
winner.”’ 

Concerning the outcome of the 
war: ‘‘When you goto the war with a 
no win policy...it is better you stay 
home. You call it limited war. I told 
American officials, including the 
president of the United States, that 
if we continue the same policy, that 
of a limited war, that we are going to 
lose the war. But nobody listened to 
me and now it’s too late.’’ 


Key Ranch Closer To Purchase 


The two-and-a-half acre orange- 
groved George Key Ranch in 
Placentia, containing the heritage 
Key home, moved a step closer to 
purchase by the county last week 
when it was given top priority for 
acquisition along with the Montanez 
Adobe in San Juan Capistrano. 

The action was taken by the 
Orange County Board of Supervi- 
sors. 

Three other projects, however, 
were moved back in the program for 
further study by the county’s 
Historical Commission, giving the 
two purchases top priority. 

The Key Ranch, which is located 
near Bastanchury Road _ and 
Placentia Avenue, will now be 
subject to acquisition later this 
month through the Harbors, 
Beaches and Parks District of the 
county. Estimated value of the ranch 


is between $90,000 and $125,000. 

The famed house is the home of 
George and Hannah Key who 
maintain it and have transformed it 
into a museum. It has been opened 
at their invitation throughout the 
years to a variety of youth and school 
groups, who constantly petition to 
visit it. 

The home was built in 1898 by 
Key’s father and is mostly 
handmade from materials available 
in the area and before the age of 
electricity. The home is considered 
exemplary of orange ranches of its 
era. 


Funding for the purchases is 
expected to come from the National 
Historic Preservation Act grants and 
the county’s share of the $2 million 
bond act for park and recreation 
development, passed in 1974. 


School Budget Nears Final OK 


A publication budget of $21.7 
million, was adopted by _ the 
Placentia Unified School District 
trustees last Monday night contain- 
ing almost $556,000 available for 
other priorities not already allocat- 
ed. The figure is about that needed 
to provide teachers with a S per cent 
across the board salary increase the 
board has offered and the teachers 
rejected. 

The budget is about $400,000 
higher than last year's. 

“‘T really don’t think we can count 
on any additional income,’’ Dr. John 
Mullender assessed. *‘The accounts 
have all been balanced and I think all 
the money is in. We'll have to make 
do with what we’ve got.”’ 


Included in the budget is funding 
for all raises already negotiated and 
an increase of 5.8 per cent of the 
teachers salary schedule for step 
and column increases. The current 
budget also includes a sufficient 
amount to meet the 5S per cent 
across-the-board otter extended to 
teachers, Dr. Mullender explained. 

Teachers, seeking a 9.7 per cent 
increase, instead of the 5S per cent 
offered, left negotiations incomplete 
when schools adjourned for the 
summer. They are expected to 
continue talks in September. 

The final budget will be adopted 
following a public hearing at the 
August 4 board meeting, the district 
reports.

Hangs In The Wind 


An update on switching Placen- 
tia’s local fire service to that of 
Orange County, was presented at 
last Tuesday's city council meeting 
by Norman Traub, the city’s 
Directory of Public Safety and Police 
Chief. 

The conversion, however, lacked 
any definite action by the governing 
body, awaiting to consider cost 
figures from county sources, not 
yet available. 

Included in the staff report, as 
part of the exchange were: 

Possibility that a paramedics unit 
would be housed in Placentia Fire 
Station Il on Valencia Avenue 
instead of in Yorba Linda, reportedly 
providing better coverage for the 
entire area. 

Recommended for Fire Station | 
on Bradford Avenue: a four man 
engine company and a possible 
reserve firefighter unit. 

At Station Il: a three man engine 
company and the two man 
paramedic unit working together. 
The county would also store an aerial 
ladder truck at the building. 

The new contract might also 
eliminate the need to _ build 
additional fire stations in Placentia. 
One planned east of the new Civic 


Center might be dropped, or 
relocated. 
Also, the need for a fire 


department training facility might 
be scrapped or reduced in scope 
because of existing county facilities. 

The move however, would place 
county owned property within the 


city, which at one time bragged of 
the spit and polish of its local fire 
department. 

Stations and other equipment 
would be either sold or leased to the 
county, the report outlines. 


Personnel, in good standing with 
the city, would’ be laterally 
transferred to the county, according 
to specifications of county and state 
law which outlines that an attempt 
be made to accept all employees 
from existing city departments in 
such a merger. 

Transfetred personnel would be 
on probation for the following 
periods: firefighter, captain and 
battalion chief, 6 months and 
engineer, one year. 


Comparable services to local 
duties, supplied by the county 
include: fire prevention and public 
education, including babysitting 
instruction, junior firefighter pro- 
gram, station tours, first aid classes, 
swimming pool safety and civic 
involvement programs. 


Also arson investigation, hydrant 
maintenance and layouts, auto- 
motive maintenance service by the 
Orange County Transportation 
Department, county dispatching 
service, and plans to further seek 
arrangements for boundary drop- 
ping with other cities, principally 
Anaheim and Fullerton. A Brea 
contract is already in effect. 

The cost of the services will be 
released in a later report, Chief 
Traub outlined. 


Council Votes To Phase 
Outsiders From Fields 


A crunch in Placentia’s lighted 
athletic fields, which has grown 
more severe each year, may be 
alleviated by recent city council 
action, which ordered a one year 
notice ‘‘that we will no longer 
support those athletic groups who 
live outside the city’’. 

The action was taken with a split 
vote of 3 to 2 with Mayor Robert 
Lyons and Mayor Pro Tem Michael 
Callahan dissenting. 

“‘A year is not enough time,” 
Callahan protested. 

“IT would like to wait for a 
recommendation from staff,’’ the 
mayor contended. 

Councilman George De Jesus 
commented: ‘‘] think we have to put 
them on notice that the time has 
come.”’ 

Councilman Jack Gomez: ‘‘This

Dr. John Mullender, Assistant 
Superintendent of Administrative 
Services of the Placentia Unified 
School District, has been promoted 
to Associate Superintendent and 
second in command to School 
Superintendent John O. Tynes. 

The appointment was made at the 
last meeting of the PUSD Board of 
Trustees. 

Mullender’s duties place him in 
charge of the district’s finances, a 
complex system with a myriad of 
funds and accounts. He also is 
responsible for the compilation of 
the district's budget which has 
grown to a figure of $21.7 million 
this fiscal year. 

Dr. Mullender joined the district 
three years ago in his former post. 


thing we've talked about for three 
years...this concern about running 
out of space.”’ 

Councilman Robert Langer, who 
made the motion: ‘‘The taxpayers 
are supporting the youth activities of 
North Orange County. If we took 
care of the needs of our own young 
people in our community, we 
wouln’t have a problem, We're 
supporting all of these other kids 
who are not a part of our 
community.”’ 

Langer continued: ‘‘We get 
requests from the Placentia Tennis 
Club, but more than SO per cent of 
those people come from Yorba 
Linda.”’ 

The council’s action followed a 
report by Richard Samp, Director of 
Recreation and Maintenance Ser- 
vices Department who shared his 
problems with the governing body 
on how to fairly apportion three 
lighted fields among all the youth 
athletic groups requesting their use. 

Samp explained that two new 
groups had joined with requests this 
year, the Valencia Athletic Club 
(football) and the Junior United 
Soccer Association. In the first 
group, 96 per cent of the participants 
are from Placentia and in the soccer 
group 42 per cent. 

‘Up to this year we were close to 
50 per cent in relation of Placentia to 
other jurisdictions. We cannot 
continue to provide all the lights this 
city has for the whole north Orange 
County. The other communities... 
Fullerton, Brea, Anaheim and Yorba 
Linda, will have to help alleviate the 
problem we're having. I’m asking 
for guidance,’’ Samp informed the 
council. 

Other groups seeking use of the 
three lighted fields of Valencia High 
School, two Tuffree Fields and the 
McFadden Field, include Pop 


Warner Football and the Junior All 
American Football. The latter two 
groups have a S9 per cent and 64 per 
cent outside the city registration. 

Youngsters enrolled in each group 
include 130 in the Valencia Athletic 
Club; 685 in the Junior United 
Soccer; 263 in Pop Warner and 401 
in Junior All American. 

A facility use allocation of the 
lighted facilities, approved unani- 
mously by the council, allows the 
Valencia Athletic Club 36 uses; the 
Soccer Asociation 74; Pop Warner 31 
and Junior All American 38, based 
on their local member percentages.

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Wagner Park On

Special action was required by the 
council since there are no monies in 
the Park In Lieu fees, normally used

Development of the park, which 
has brought vocal groups of citizens 
before city council, to accelerate the 
project, is expected to be completed 
in four phases. The park buffers the 
school and a tract of homes.

If there's one thing that sends Soviet leaders into orbit faster than a Soyuz 
spacecraft could, it's the mere mention of the name of Aleksandr 


Solzhenitsyn. 


And apparently some of President Ford’s foreign policy advisers are so 
nervous about bruising the sensibilities of the Soviets that they have 
persuaded him not to meet the man who is considered by many to be the 
world’s greatest living writer and its most profound spokesman for human 


freedom and morality. 
There are two ironies in this. 


First, that the White House refusal to see Solzhenitsyn came during the 
very week the United States was celebrating its independence as the haven 
of human liberty. And, second, that the Soviets--despite their sweet talk to 
us about detente--carry on elsewhere a constant barrage of speeches and 
articles vilifying the United States and its Western allies. Presumably, in the 
‘spirit of. detente,’’ we are expected to ignore the worldwide anti-U.S. 


campaign. 


Solzhenitsyn was in Washington the week of July 4 for his first public 
appearance before an American audience. George Meany and the AFL-CIO 
sponsored the event, and Solzhenitsyn held spellbound an audience of 


2,500, including many dignitaries. 


He was frankly critical of Western policy toward the Soviet Union. 

He described detente as a ‘‘senseless process of endless concessions to 
aggressors"’ which can only get worse unless we decide to become visibly 
firm in our dealings with the Soviets. 

No doubt this kind of talk is unsettling to Secretary Henry Kissinger and 
his diplomatists, but Solzhenitsyn's credentials are hard to deny. He is a 
Russian who loves his country, but not its government. He understands, 
certainly better than most Americans, the Russian psyche and Soviet 


behavior patterns. 


White House representatives were conspicuously absent from the dinner. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen gave out a succession of reasons why there 
wouldn't be a meeting between Solzhenitsyn and the President. First, the 
President couldn't attend the dinner because he was scheduled to be at a 


party for his daughter. 


Then, it seems, there wouldn't be a subsequent meeting because 
Solzhenitsyn hadn't requested one. Next, Nessen said, the President 
doesn't ordinarily meet with private foreign personages (he met that very 
week with Brazilian soccer star Pele). 

hen, ‘For image reasons, the President does like to have some 
substance in his meetings. It is not clear what he would gain in a meeting 
with Solzhenitsyn."’ For ‘‘substance,"’ the President has met recently with 
the Strawberry Queen of West Virginia and the Maid of Cotton. 

Finally, the real reason for the snub surfaced: a visit with Solzhenitsyn 
would violate the ‘‘spirit of detente.’’ 

Frequently, the West German government uses the phrase ‘‘detente 
without illusions.’’ The phrase suggests that detente offers both hope and 
danger. Apparently, our government hasn't learned it yet. 

If past Soviet behavior is any example, they might even have 
responded--indirectly--in a positive manner to a Ford-Soizhenitsyn meeting. 
They might have responded with some signal--however slight--of relaxation 
of some of the more visible signs of repression. (Remember how they 
stepped up approvals ot emigration ot Russian Jews from the Soviet Union 
about the time the trade bill was being debated?) 

On the other hand, the Soviets might have flown into a rage, as the 
President's advisers feared, and even cancelled the latest grain deal. One 
thing is for certain, though. They wouldn't have stalked out of the Strategic 
Arms Limitation (SALT) II talks. The proposed agreement already tilts in 


their favor.

City Seeks Bus Shelters

(3) In front of the Senior Citizen 
Club at 143 South Bradford Avenue. 

(4) North and _ southside of 
Chapman Avenue extension at 
Central Avenue and 

(S) Southside of Orangethorpe 
Avenue at Richfield Road. 

The design to be submitted or the 
shelters includes a four post, latticed 
top structure, containing a wide, 
semicircular bench. 

The council action was unanimous 
in seeking to be placed in the project 

which would provide $13,810 in 
funds if all sites are approved. 


Ky Speaks Here 


[Continued From Page 1] 

Ky had high praise for a California 
effort called Weimar Hope Village, 
in Weimar, California, near 
Sacramento, directed by Col. Jack 
Bailey, who was in the Plummer 
audience with Madame Ky, often 
praised for her beauty. 

Operated by Food For the 
Hungry, Hope Village now contains 
between 400 and 500 Vietnamese 
living in a small community. ‘‘And 
they are now learning English, 
learning new job skills, learning 
about the new country and its way of 
life,’ Ky explained. 

*‘And this is a bit different than 
18,000 to 20,000 people jammed into 
a refugee camp. And it’s still a lot of 


‘people living together but they still 


have a lot of privacy.”’ 

“I have been visiting Hope 
Village and I have seen the 
Vietnamese people happy and their 
American sponsors happy. And I 
strongly believe that the solutions of 
the Vietnamese refugees is to 
receive hundreds of Hope Villages 
around the United States. 

“It is one thing to push refugees 
out into the society, but it is another 
thing to be sure that the people are 
becoming good and _ productive 
American citizens.”’ 

**When I was in the refugee camp, 
Camp Pendleton, I spent 18 days 
there. I cam remember the 
depression we felt in the first hours 
after the loss of our country. And our 
spirits were lifted from the warm 
welcome we received from the 
generous American people.” 

‘*America has become divided 
because of the war in Vietnam, so we 
don’t want the American people 


divided again because of the 
presence of 130,000 Vietnamese 
refugees."’ 


‘With a little help from you, we 
can again soon begin a new life. We 
think about the young ones. If you 
can help give them an education 
right now, and in the next three, four 
or five years, they will become good 
American citizens. 

' In answer to a question from the 
audience, the marshal said he 
believed that there are Americans 
alive in captivity in southeast Asia. 


“Yes, the last information I had is 
about 20.”’ 

Ky continued: ‘‘I think in the next 
place, Thailand will be _ the 
victim...unless the Thais are smart 
enough to find some protection from 
Red China and then they will be safe 
for awhile...in fact that is what they 
are doing now.”’ 

On the current state of Vietnam: 
“I think already there is beginning 
some kind of a conflict between the 
communists in the north and the 
communists in the south...1 think 
the north Vietnamese communists 
are mostly under Russian influence 
and the Chinese communists don’t 
want to see Vietnam unified under 
the north, under Russian influence. 

‘‘A Red Chinese official came to 
my home some time back and said if 
you can keep South Vietnam neutral, 
then the Red Chinese will help you. I 
think the big communist powers, 
Russia and China, I don’t know how 
long they will stay united. There is 
still some resistance in south 
Vietnam against communist domin- 
ation.”’ 

Ky touched many times on the fact 
that he has a fatalistic philosphy 
believing in destiny. 

On his rise to power in his country, 
he answered: ‘‘I have the strangest 
destiny. I always hate politics and 
politicians. I was trapped when I was 
20 years old."’ 

He explained that following 
World War li, he entered pilot 
training under the French and ten 
years later he was the commander of 
the air forces. Later, in 1964, he 
recalled, his country endured a very 
troubled period. ‘‘There was a coup 
every day, every week...Finally at 
the end of 1965, the power was 
handed to the military and at that 
time I was still the commander of the 
air force and still hated politics and 
politicians.”’ 

Ky explained that after a meeting 
that lasted two days and two nights, 
the senior officers all refused to take 
the large responsibility of the job of 
leading the country....‘‘so finally 
they decided to take the youngest.... 
the one who never felt fear...me. I 
never want and I never was prepared 
to be the premier.’’ 


Mrs. Brower’s grandmother, is 
credited in most histories of 
Placentia with furnishing the name 
for a new school, Placentia, when 
the site was moved to that occupied 
by the current McFadden School of 


the Placentia Unified School 
District.

Also on display in the Library 
showcases, are dresses worn during 
early days in Capistrano, Indian 
artifacts, and special American 
Revolutionary and_ Bicentennial 


coins and stamp covers from Mrs. 
Brower’s personal collection. 

To round out the Bicentennial 
theme, an oil painting of the Old 
North Church, Boston, by B.L. 
Scharnagl, has been added to the 


display. 
A special reception honoring the 
exhibition and Mr. and Mrs. 


Brower will be held at the Library on 
Thursday, July 24 from 6:30 to 8:30 
p.m. The citizens of Placentia and all 
other interested persons have been 
invited to attend by the sponsoring 
agencies. 

The exhibit will be on display 
through August 15, and other 
similar displays are planned 
throughout the Bicentennial year. 

The exhibit sponsors are deeply 
grateful to the Library Board and 
Staff for their support and 
cooperation, states Cecil Rospaw, 
chairman of the Bicentennial 
Committee.

up the difference. 

Collections have been running 
between $7.and $9 a Sunday in La 
Jolla, parishioners report. 

Father Nash explained to the 
small La-Jolla based committee that 
met with him last week (including 
Alfredo and Rosa Garcia and Albert 
Perales, members of the Placentia 
Redevelopment Association and 
PUSD trustee Salvador Zavala) that 
the spiritual needs of the La Jolla 
section had not been neglected more 
than the rest of the parish. 

“We work under discouraging 
circumstances. We have as high as 
12,000 people in this parish. But the 
people who need us most, don’t 
come to us...we have to go to them.”’ 

‘‘There are three priests in St. 
Anthony’s taking care of every- 
thing...that’s 4,000 people for each 
priest. 

“Our school at St. Anthony's 
went $74,000 in the hole last year. 
(Enrollment is approximately 600 
students with between 1,600 and 
1,700 enrolled in CCD classes.) Our 
collection is some $2,000 a Sunday. 
We spent more last year than we 
took in, including the Fiesta.‘ 
(Fiesta is a three-day annual 
fund-raising event.) 

**One of these days, there will be 
pafishes without priests,’’ Father 
Nash explained. ‘‘Last year we 
buried more priests than we 
ordained.”’ 

Father Nash estimated that a new 
church in the La Jolla section would 
cost ‘“‘between $125,000 and 
$150,000 with all the parking space 
requirements.’’ Money received for 
the small chapel that the freeway 
construction claimed was around 
$20,000, Father Nash reported. 

In an effort to bring Catholic 
services into the La Jolla area, 
Father Nash said that the parish has 
provided a trailer with portable 
classrooms, where sisters teach 
catechisms. ‘‘Their salaries must be 
paid,’ he explained. Also a group of 
three missionary priests from Casa 
Miguel PRO, Padres Jesuitas Al 
Servicio do la Comunidad Latino- 
americana of Buena Park have been 
leading mass and officiating at other 
Catholic services in the neighbor- 
hood. 

The pleas of the neighborhood are 
now expected to return to the 
schools for a temporary use of the 
McFadden Gymnasium, which 
could be available for use on an 
““emergency’’ basis, according to 
school code. 

Mayor Pro Tem Michael Calla- 
han, at the city council hearing 


stated; ‘‘I don't see the difference 
between public buildings and public 
schools, on a temporary basis...St. 
Joseph's Church was able to use 
Valencia High School Gymnasium 
for a year and a half or two years 
while we built a church. If the legal 
opinion declares that to be 
wrong...how do we differentiate 
between public schools and public 
buildings?”’ 

City Attorney Post replied that the 
distinction is between regular and 
emergency...each case would have 
to be treated on its own merits as to 
what would be an emergency. 

Also discussed was the legality of 
the annual Easter Sunrise service 
which is held interdenominationally 
‘each year in city-owned Kraemer 
Park. 

Councilman George De Jesus 
stated: ‘‘The services are inter- 
denominational. They are for all the 
citizens...consequently there will be 
no problem. This is a once-a-year 
thing. Consequently I see no 


problem for something of that 
type.” 
City Attorney Post replied: 


‘There are those who are agnostics 
or aethiests who would have a 


slightly different opinion.’’ ‘‘Or 
Jewish,’’ Mayor Lyons interjected. 
One native Placentian and 


resident of the La Jolla area, who is 
raising his children in_ that 
neighborhood stated to a group 
active in obtaining the community 
centers: ‘‘When my kids go outside, 
they can find a drug pusher,’’ he 
said remorsefully. ‘‘l want them 
please to be able to find a church and 
a priest.”’

A Superior Court hearing 
and a study that may end 
with the County Fire 
Department absorbing the 
Placentia Fire Department 
brings up some interesting 
points.

Representing Placentia 
will be, according to news 
reports, ‘‘the specialist 
from Oakland’’ which is a 
polite way of saying the 
taxpayer is getting hit 
again. The expensive, 
high-powered attorney who 
has already collected in 
excess of $68,000 from 
Placentia, in its battle with 
the firemen, is coming back 
for another helping; more 
jet flights, hotel bills etc, all 
paid by the courtesy of the 
Placentia taxpayer and for 
what? A task that our own 
City Attorney is well 
qualified to do, at a cheaper 
rate, and there would be no 
costs of planes etc.; he lives 
in Orange County. 

County? 

The City Council has 

ordered a study to deter- 


mine the feasbiiity of 
shifting to the County Fire 
Department. What a 


change in attitude. 

Two months ago, the 
firemen formally requested 
just such a shift to the 
County, and you should 
have seen the icy cold 
reception they got from the 
City Council. The request 
was filed with no action, no 
discussion, not even the 
courtesy of a refusal. 

Therefore, it was disgust- 
ing to see in the press an 
official statement that the 
city was considering the 
shift, as though it were a 
whole, brilliant new idea. It 
was a cheap shot and one 
that brought no honor to 
Placentia’s leadership. 

If the shift is made it 
means the costly fiasco of 
the 8 hour day is nearing an 
end in Placentia; it means 
the firemen will be back on a 
24 hour shift, it means the 
battle between the City and 
the firemen may reach an 
end; it means, in fact, that 
the firemen have won. 

Now the question comes 
up : what lever will the City 
have to get the firemen to 
drop the huge lawsuit 
pending in the courts? 
Hopefully, the City Council 
will make the shift to the 
county conditional upon the 
dropping of the lawsuit. If 
the shift is not made 
conditional; it means we, 
the people of Placentia, 
have given up our local fire 
department and still face a 
possible judgement of 
several million dollars if the 
firemen succeed in their 
suit. 

What the cost of this 
fiasco is to the taxpayer is 
something no one can fully 
measure. Those secrets are 
hidden in complex budgets, 
the shifting of funds to 
cover the ever increasing 
costs of forcing an untried 
and unproven system upon 
the City of Placentia. 

Its hidden in the heavy 


wear and tear on fire 
equipment to train the 
numerous firemen who 


stayed briefly and left to be 
replaced by yet more 
firemen. Its hidden in the 
disrupted lives of men who 
moved their families here in 
hopes of living and working 
in a pleasant California city, 
only to find the firemen’s 
post not worth the emo- 
tional strain.
